Operators Close Practically Every Coal 
Mine In Ohio. 


Cleveland. April I.— W ith few ex­ 
ceptions every coal mine In Ohio was 
shut down for an Indefinite period, 
Local operators estimate that 50,000 
miners are thrown out of employment 
At the last session of the Ohio leg­
